When Bartholomew Gosnold, sailing out of Fal- 
mouth, England, landed in what is now Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, in 1602, he said of this section, “‘It 
is replenised with fair fields and in them fragrant 
flowers; also meadows, hedged in with stately 
groves.”’ Gardening on Cape Cod was even then 
productive. 

The Cape is particularly fortunate in its year- 
‘round mildness of climate. Summers are cooler and 
winters less severe because the Cape is almost en- 
tirely surrounded by the sea.

One has merely to observe 
the sheared tops of trees or native shrub masses near 
the sea to realize the damaging effect of these winds. 

Certain plants have the ability to resist sea winds 
successfully. Most others must have protection. 

Soil conditions, too, are often not of the best. Top- 
soil is thin and insufficient, and if successful plant- 
ing is to be done, adequate depths of fertile soil must 
be added. 

Gardening on Cape Cod must be well planned, to 
take advantage of favorable elements and to over- 
come natural difficulties.

Seashore and eWGdsummer 
Gardening 


Quite naturally, gardening on Cape Cod tends to 
bring emphasis on problems of seashore exposure. 

Quantities of beautiful hardy plants, especially 
among the flowering shrubs, trees and evergreens, 
which are thoroughly winter-hardy, and _ thrive 
abundantly in inland sections, do not have the 
hardiness and rigor of constitution that allow them 
to succeed in the face of the stiff salt-laden sea winds 
which prevail along our coastal waters. Yet those 
same plants may be most successfully used if given 
adequate windbreak protection on the sea side, or if 
placed in somewhat sheltered positions. 

Long experience, knowledge that comes often only 
from trial and error, and careful selection in making 
planting plans, are the essential factors in attaining 
success. Rugosa roses, bayberry, beach-plum and the 
more recently introduced Japanese black pines are 
probably the most resistant to sea exposure. But if a 
sturdy windbreak, such as a wall or a fence or a 
thicket of strong shrubbery, is provided on the wind- 
ward side, a surprising number of the less resistant 
kinds of plants will succeed on the sheltered side. 

Plants in exposed situations must be crowded 
more closely than elsewhere, so that the sheltering 
effect of the mass will serve as a protection, just as is 
seen in the thick drifts of native growth that are seen 
near the shore. 

Because Cape Cod has come to be so popular as a 
summer home district, the need here is naturally for 
maximum attractiveness during the summer months. 
For many years we have grown especially in our Cape 
Cod Nurseries and in our greenhouses an exception- 
ally wide selection of summer flowering plants of 
great beauty. So, too, we have made a specialty of 
planning and creating summer gardens throughout 
the Cape which are most successful.

Cultural Notes on Roses 
SPRAYING 


Roses always benefit from regular spraying. Use 
the new Rose-tox, a combination that controls Aphis, 
Blackspot and all other Rose insects and diseases. 


FEEDING 


For best results feed Roses lightly every three weeks 
up to mid-August with 5-10-5 and Driconure mixed 
half and: half, 

A good handful to a plant is about right for the 
above mixture. 

Frequent light feeding is better than too much at 
one time: 


PLANTING 


Where subsoil is light and sandy, Roses should be 
given a depth of at least 24 to 30 inches of good fer- 
tile loam, with well-rotted cow manure thoroughly 
mixed in. Roses need good underdrainage too. 
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Good Lawns 


Two fundamentals are essential for a good lawn. 
It must be well built at the start, and it must have 
reasonably good care every year. 

Where existing topsoil is thin and light, as it is in 
most parts of Cape Cod, its depth must be made ade- 
quate and its quality built up by proper fertilization. 
Soil preparation should be thorough and of uniform 
depth. Nothing equals good fertile topsoil loam, of a 
minimum depth of eight inches. 

Most of the better grasses prefer a slightly acid soil. 

Chemical fertilizers promote a quick start, but they 
should be supplemented with organic fertilizers for 
soil building. 

Our long experience with Cape Cod soils has 
enabled us to prepare and recommend our own Cape 
Cod Lawn Seed Mixtures for sun, shade and sea- 
shore. We sell thousands of pounds of these mix- 
tures each season. We are also agents for the nation- 
ally famous Scott’s Lawn Products. 

The one best time of the year for lawn seeding is 
from late August to mid-October. Next best is as 
early as possible in the spring. 

Five pounds of seed per thousand square feet is 
adequate for a new lawn. 

Our landscape service supplies labor, loam, seed, 
fertilizers and intelligent after-care for building and 
maintaining good lawns.

Cape Cod is surprisingly rich in the variety and 
character of its native plant materials. We believe in 
these native plants. We use them constantly in our 
landscape plantings. 


Typical among the trees are the Cedars, Birches, 
Red Maples, Beeches and Oaks. 


The beautiful American Holly is a true native of 
Cape Cod. It is hard to transplant from the wild 
satisfactorily, but our nursery-grown plants are very 
successful. 


In native shrubs, the Bayberry and the Beach Plum 
are best known favorites. Close to these come High- 
bush Blueberries and several varieties of Viburnum, 
attractive in both flower and fruit. Sweet Pepper 
(Clethra) and Swamp Azalea are very fragrant in 
summer. 


The evergreen Inkberry and its cousin, the Winter- 
berry, so popular at Christmas, are among the best.

Wise planning will use the dwarf types of plants for locations under 
windows.
